Costs Of Utilities Under Scrutiny

Thé rate base is used to decide 
how much your utility bills will 
be. Although it is a many 
faceted piece of legislation, | 
would like to draw attention to 
one area of the bill, the one 
dealing with “ordinance. set" 
rates 

Rates which are set by an 
ordinance are the resuit_of 
negotiations betwee@ the city 
and the utility company. These 
rates are an agreement 
between the city and the utility 
company as to how much cus- 
tomers in the city will pay fot 
utilities. If the city and the util- 
ity C ompany cannot agree ona 
set rate to charge customers, 
ine Public Utilities Commis- 


sion of Ohio (PUCO) decides 
what the rates will be. 

In December 1982, the Office 
of the Consumers’ Counsel 
released the results of a survey 


or gas pricing. These results” 


indicated that in Franklin 
County, the wealthier com- 
munities paid less on the aver- 
age for gas than those with 
lower and middle income fami- 
lies. The study made price 


comparisons based upon an 
average monthly residential 
consumption of 13 MCF (thou- 
sand cubic feet). 

According to the study, a 
family living in Columbus that 


uses 13 MCF's in a month wilhi*: 


pay, On average, a gas: bill of 
$62.07. That-same “family, if 
they lived in Worthington 
would pay $80.51 for the same 
amount of gas. If they lived in 
Upper Arlington they would 
pay $76.76 and in Dublin, 
$76.31 for 13 MCF's. If. they, 
lived in Bexley they would pay 
$80.90 and if they are Marble 
Cliff residents their bill would 
be $75.03.

It appears by an examination 
of Worthington, Bexley, Arling- 
ton and Dublin that those per- 
sons who can most afford to 
pay utility bills are paying the 


‘towest amount in Franklin 


County. 

These facts are of great con- 
cern to myself and other 
members of the committee. In 
areas in which the state has 
some Say, as in the area of reg- 


ulated utility monopolies, it 
would seem that equity would 
require a pricing structure 
whereby those who can afford 
to pay, pay the most, and those 
who can afford the least pay 
;that. As this study indicates, 
that is not the case. 

“During the hearings on 4-6. 
4, we have heard testimony to 
the effect that Columbia Gas 
and some other utilities have 
withheld pertinent information 
when negotiating with local 
officials. Our concern is 
increased by the fact that ordi- 
nance set rates averaged 12.3 
percent higher throughout the 
state when compared with 


those set by the PUCO. 

lam conyinced that the legis- 
lature has a duty to reorder our 
priorities to create a pattern of 
rates which accurately reflects 
customers’ abilities to pay for 
the service. The House Com- 
mittee on Public Utilities will 
make an exhaustive effort dur- 
ing this General Assembly to 
create a more equitable 
method of rate, making which 
will ensure quality service at a 
price that is affordable. 


Note: The moritorium on util- 
ity disconnections is due to 
end on March 31. After that 
date, utilities will be able to 
terminate service for non- 
payment of bills, They will .be 
offering a variety of payment 
plans to give customers the 
opportunity to make payments 
on their overdue bills.

The Justice Department 
recently ordered that three 
films originating in Canada be 
labelled ‘‘political propa- 
ganda.” Distributors of the 
films were Ordered to send the 
government lists of groups that 
have asked to see the films, 
which deal with acid rain and 
nuclear war. 

That action Came just hours 
after the State Department 
launched a new campaign to 
“sell democracy” abroad. Per- 
haps a similar effort should be 
launched to sell democracy to 
the Justice Department. ~ 

Labeling films and keeping 
tabs on the people who view 
them hag tess in common with 
democracy than with its oppo- 
site,_as_practiced in_many 
authoritarian states. When 
government intimidates its 
own. citizens and hampers the 
free flow of opinion, it takes a 
dangerous step away from 
democracy. 

The Justice Department was 
~atill embroiled in that controv- 
ersy’ when its antitrust ‘chief, 


concerned about the dangers 
of price fixing, announced that 
he would support steps that 
would prevent a corporate 
chief executive officer from 
talking On the- phone to his 
counterpart in another com- 
pany unless the call were 
taped. ‘ 

it is amazing that a top 
government lawyer would pro- 
pose something so biatantly 
unconstitutional as limiting the ° 
rights of individuals to talk "to 
each other.. 


Far more dangerous is the ’ 


Office of Management and 
Budget's proposed .new-regu- 
lations that would limit the free 
speech of organizations that 
hold government contracts. 

OMB has proposed new 
rules, supposedly designed to 
limit “political” advocacy and 
lobbying activity among fed- 
eral contractors. They are so 
sweeping that they represent 
an attempt to muzzle free 
speech. 

There are already regula- 
tions that prevent recipients of 
federal money from lobbying, 
and others that limit the 
amount of resources spent on

advocacy work. 

But that's not enough for 
OMB, which appears to be try- 
ing to force into silencé all crit- 
ics of current policies. The new 
regulations would prevent 
organizations trom filing court 
briefs, dealing with regulatory 
boards, or contacting legisla- 
tors, even when such contacts 
are for informational, not lob- 
bying, purposes. 

OMB's feeble defense of its 
position says it wants to pre- 
vent abuses.

Rabies 

Ohioans are reminded that it 
is during the warmer months of | 
spring that the risk is greatest 
, both for pets and péople of 
coming into contact witha 
rabid animal. 

According to Dr. George 
Bear, chief of the Ohio - 
Department of Health. veteri- 
nary. unit, during spring and 
especially March, skunks and 
other wild animals become 
more active increasing the 
chances. for exposure to 
‘rabies. About 23 percent of last 
year's total rabies cases 
occurred in March. 

Dr. Bear advises Ohioans to 
follow two simple precautions 
for the protection of them- 
selves and others. Stay away 
from wild animals, especially if 
they seem friendly. And be 
sure that pets, both dogs and 
cats, are properly vaccinated. 

Vaccination is the best bar- 
rier we have to prevent rabies 
from spreading from wildlife to 

man, according té Dr. Bear.

Risks 


The number of reported 
animal. rabies cases in Ohio 
has-increased every year-since 
1977. The 80 cases diagnosed 
inthe state-ast year were a 15 
percent increase over 1981. 


The incidence of rabies in 
cats Was higher than in dogs in 
the United States for the first 
time in 1981. There were 285 
recorded cases of rabies in 
cats compared to 216 in dogs. 


Rabies in racoons has 
reached epidemic proportions 
in Western Maryland, Sou- 
theastern Pennsylvania, 
Northwestern Virginia and 
Eastern West Virginia in the 
past year. Ohio recorded its 
first case of racoon rabies 
since 1977 in Muskingum 
County earlier this year. 

“It is generally accepted that 
increases in animal rabies cor- 
responds closely with in- 
creases in the skunk. popula- 
tion,” he said. Fifty-four of last 
year's 80 cases were in skunks.

Revised Code and 42 CFR 447.254 the director of Ohio Department of Public 
Welfare hereby gives notice of proposed rules and a public hearing on those 
proposed rules to (1) reduce the maximum allowable number of paiddeave days 
from 24 to. 14 in any. 12-month period (2) to include patients in ICF-MR facilities in 
this limitation regarding the use of paid leave days, (3) to require all facilities to 
accept otherwise eligible applications for care in their facility on a first come first 


serve basis without regard to medicaid eligibility, (4) to raise the limit on the . 


maximum return on net equity allowed an LTCF to $1.00, at a rate of one and 
one-half times the average of interest Py of special issues of public debt obliga- 
tions issued to the federal hospital insufance trust fund for the prior cost reporting 
period. 


Rule 5101:3-3-03 is being revised to include 1CFs-MR in the limitation on the 
coverage of paid leave days. Also, the payment for approved leave days is reduced 
from 24 days in any 12-month period to 14 days in any 12-month period. 

Rule 5101:3-1-56 is being revised to requirea long-term care facility to accept any 
patient who applies for admissions who also meets general admissions criteria. Any 
applicant can not be refused admissions based on Medicaid or pending Medicaid 
eligibility. 


This rule is also. being changed.to require. aiong-term-care facitityto hold ¢bed-for 
a recipient on leave for 14 days. Current rules require that a bed be held for 30 days. 


| The net effect of these two changes in program standards will be an approximate 
saving of $1.6 million in FY 1984 (July 1, 1983 through June 30, 1984).

Rule 5101:3-3-22 is being revised to raise the maximum return on net equity.

The Ohio Civil Service 
Employees Association 
(OCSEA) was virtually marked 
for death as the supreme 
penaity for recently firing its 
black executive director. ; 

Arthur L. Evans, the deposed 
director, had the distinct plea- 
sure of personally totiing 
OCSEA's deathknell- in 
announcing the formation of a 
new union to represent public 
employees at a Sheraton Hotel 
before more than 200 enthusi- 
astic supporters last Thursday. 

Said Evans in his prepared 
text;—‘On-behalf—of- former 
members, staff and officers: of 
OCSEA, I'm delighted to joinin 
the partnership with the Com- 
munication Workers of Amer- 
ica in creating a new union for 
public workers in Ohio. 

“For all practical purposes, 
OCSEA has ceased to exist in 
the form known by thousands 
of state workers. OCSEA no 
longer can Provide services 
because 31 of 35 staff members 
have joined the CWA/Council 
of Public Workers,” he said, 
adding: 

“This break occurred 
because OCSEA is crippied by 
dissension, infighting and 
internal power plays.”
